Allowable Subject Matter

pins are non-clock-pins: 
The Applicant teaches in section [0034] the pin-grouping module 
(reference character (102)) that is used in the invention to identify test 
data corresponding to clock pins group and a separate data group (non- 
clock pins group). 

Claims 13, 15 and 16 depend from claim 12. 
Claims 29, 31 and 32 depend from claim 28.
